EDITORS REPCBLICAH:— I did not get 


my note* and figures from the city rec- 
ord* in such condensed shape on Friday 
evening as to enable me to give them sat- 
isfactorily, either to my hearers or to my- 
aelf, but as I had been announced, and as 
it it being urged for electioneering pur- 
poses, that there are things in connection 
with the finances, and specially the 
taxes oceairing during the administration 
of 1879,. that cannot be explained, I 
thought best to endeavor to aay something 
lest the parties making the charges might 
claim a failure to do so was proof posi- 
tive of the truth of the charges made. 


It was my intention|to commence with 


the administration of 1875, and come 
down to the present time, giving the re- 
ceipts, expenditures and increase or de- 
crease of the debt of each administration 
separately as being the most satisfactory 
and just way of exemplifying the rec- 
ords—and did the fiscal year and the offi- 
cial year end on the same day this could 
be readily "done. 
But the fiscal year 


closing in February and the official year a 
month or two later runs the adminiitra- 
tions together— making it an endless task 
to follow up various items and fix the ad- 
ministration to which they belong. Yet 
these things perhaps equalize thsmselves 
over a series of years, so that taking the 
close of each fiscal year is the fairest 
practical showing that anybody can make, 
in any reasonable time; they show the 
facts as they exist on the middle of Feb- 
ruary in each year, leaving everybody to 
come o their own conclusions with these 
facts before them 


In 1877, the last solid license board, the 


income from liquor license was $9,300; 
tax levy, $60,000. 1879, half license and 
half anti-license, with the Mayor's casting 
vote on the side of sobriety, income 
from license, $719.50 tax levy, $35,000.

The city council has nothing to do with 


taxes other than to estimate in August of 
each year, as near as may be, how much 
will be required by the next administra- 
tion, and order the levy accordingly, and 
the amountof permanent public improve- 
ments deemed necessary to be made the 
following year has 'much to do with the 
amount of the levy. Of the taxes now 
being collected not a cent had come into 
the hands of Mr. Haworth's administra- 
tion on the 18th of February, the close of 
ihe fiscal year. The taxes now being 
collected are for the current expenses of 
1880, and ',0-morrow's vote will decide 
whether the next administration will be 
Haworth or Waggoner. As the tax levy 
for 1880 is $7,000 less than for.1877 your 
taxes should be lower accordingly, in the 
aggregate, compared with that year. 
High or low assessment?, or assessing one 
property too high and others too low, 
will vary the per cent., and even when 
most people are paying leas taxes a few 
nay be paying vastly more than their 
hare, and possibly are now paying more 
taxes than in 1877. Bat our city council 
annot help this, 
The state board of 


qualization equalizes as between coun- 
lea; the county board as between town- 
lips. But there is no adequate provision 
orequalizing between individuals. When 
our taxes are greater than they ought to 
>e, the assessor is the only man to elcc- 
ioneer against, and not the mayor or city 
ouncjl who have nothing to do with as- 
sessing and collecting its own revenues 


The per cent, has nothing to do with 


he amount of taxed that has lobe paid, 
i. high assessment in the aggregate makes 
a low per cent; a Inw assessment makes 
a high per cent.

OBITUARY. 


The funeral of the late Mrs. Polly Cun- 


ningham took place from the residence of 
her son, J. H. Cunninghan, on Sunday af- 
ternoon at 3:30 o'clock.

Polly Anderson, the maiden name of 


the deceased, was bo:n near Saulsbury, 
North Cm-nlina, Sep. 14, 1793; she there- 
fore, lived to the age of 86 years, r> 
months and 13 days. 
Her ancestry were 


from Ireland and England and came lo 
America at an early day. 
They were a 


long lircd people, One of her great- 
grandfathers, John Hoggins by name, 
coming from Ireland, sallied in Rowan 
county, N. C., and died there »t (he age 
of98iears. 


Deceased moved from N. C. to Tenn- 


essee with her father's family in the year 
1812, settling in Williamson county, iie.ir 
where Franklin now stands. The journey 
Waft made over the mounUios in wagons. 
In her father's family there wore nine 
children tws of whom arc still living. 
They remained in Tennessee only three 
years, removing lo the territory of Illinois 
in 1813. They crossed the Wabush river 
at Vincenncs, Ind. Ncur that place her 
father died. She was married in 181G lo 
PaytonCunningham, below YinceunfS on 
the Indiana side, and the following year 
moved into Lawrence county, Illinois. 
Nine years afterward, in 1820, this family 
found its way to Morgan couuty, Illinois. 
This good woman was tlie mother of niue 
childien, three only of whom survive her, 


viz. J. II. nnd W. D. Cunningham, and 
the wifr of H N. Il.im, :ill residents of 
this cily. Her hushaud died iu Murgnn 
county, 111 , in l&'i'J. 
She became u cluis- 


lian while living In Tennessee, under the 
preaching of Elder D»vid Travis 
Tins

that she was a member of that church 06 
years. She waf never associated with 
any other religious body or eluircli than 
that in which she died.
